A SUBMARINE VYOLCANO.

Twenty-three Tons of Powder Exploded In
San francisce Haoarber—-A Trinmph of Eoe
gineering ki,

Bloegom Rock was situated In the hhrbor of
San Francisco, and bas proved a'great annoy-
ance and danger to shipping. It waesubmerged
six feet below the surface at lew tlde, nud was
sitnated where the water rolled in Inrge swells,
which, being interrupted in their progress, were
broken and toseed into wild commotion. The
difficulties to be encountered in an attempt at
removing a huge mass of roock g0 situnted can
readlly be imagined; yet this work was begun,
and with the ntmost confidence in his ultimate
succese, nearly fonr months ago, by Colouel
Von #ehmidt, elyvil engineer.

PREPARING FOR ATTACK,

The first work to be done was to make a eare-
ful survey of the rock. This was carefully
done, and from it plans were drawn. The next
work was to construct o water-tight coffer-dam
on the rock, and around that part of it through
which the shaft was to be sunk. This was
found to be most difleult, The coffer-dam was
first put in its place, and then ascow was bailt
aronnd it into which about two huadred and
fifty tons of stone were thrown. The dam was

lined around with bags of &and 1o more effectn- |

ally keep out the water, and when this was com-

pléte, an iron turret was placed 1nside |
of it This turret was embedded
or sunk In the rock o  distance
of three feet, and closely and theroughly

cemented in Its place. This being dome, the
work of excavation, or sinking the shaft, com
meneced, A plutform was erected on the rock,
fifiy-six feet in length, and about twenty in
width. ©On this an engine and a complete
holsting apparatus were placed at one end, and
ot the other a shanty was crected conlaining six
sleeping apartments and a kitchen, which was
also used as an euting room by the workmen.
When the shaft had beea sunk suffciently to
permit the work of excavation to be extended
to either side, the work was conpsidered falrly
begun, and from that time forward it was
pushed with all the despatch possible.,
TUKNELLING THE HOUK.

To do this was not only difficult but perilons,
and involved the heaviest responsibility. It
required the closest attention and the exercise
of more than ordinary skill. As the work pro-
gressed und the exeavation became larger, the
crust of rock left standing would naturally
become weaker and more likely to cave in. 1n
order to prevent this plllars of rock wers left
standing at shorl intervals from each other,
until the limit of six feet was everywhere
reachied. Then It became necessary to move
thoee pillars away. Before thls was done, up-
righte of heavy timbers were set thickly around
the cavity to supply their place, aud in this way
all fear of the roofing falling wae obviated. All
the pillars, except the two main ones, were
removed several days ago. The entting away
of these two was the last work done before the
powder was etored for the grand explosion.

THE CHARGE.

The amount of powder used wasabout twenty-
three tons, which was placed in casks and boller
tanks, very firmly made asd perfectly water-
proof. The barrels were placed close to the
slde of the excavation, near the junction of the
arch or rool with the floor, so as to blow away
the arch from the lowest polnt of execavation.
The bollers, containing more powder, were
placed threugh the centre of the ehamber, where
the distance from the top to the boltom of the
exeavation was the greatest. This was so ar-
ranged as to equalize the force on each poriion
of therock. The most perfect arraugemonts
were made for exploding the charge. A piece
of gas-pipe, two and & blalf feel, was in-
serted in cach barrel, and a plece =ix feet
long in each boller, These were filled with fue
gunpowder, and In the end of
pliced o fnlminating cartridge. All of these
were then comnected together by lInsulated
electric wires, the ends of which passed to the
surface of the water through a tube in the shaft,
and thenee to a vessel at anchor about 1000 fest
from the rock in & southerly direction. Here it
was connected with an electric battery in charge
of Mr. J. 8, Field, au electrician of approved
eklll. The fulminating eartridges, when reached
by the electrie spark, were axpected to explode,
setting fre to the powder in the Labes, and
thence eommunicating to the mass of powder in
thie cosks and bollers.  When all was arranged,
the coller-dnm waus removed wnd the water por-
mitted to fll up the oxcavation
lamptug.

After hesitation, which
threw it into the arms of a general, the nation,
by acclamation more gpontaneons, uncontrolled,
and free thon ever existed, again found the name
of Napoleon and acclaimed it. Behold, gentle-
men, the fucts.

cach Bubbath.

lnger-beer saloong, thongh the proprietors in
lmn?' cases pald » lutle reapect to the day by
purtially covering thelr windows with lutermit-
tent shutters. Ligquor was sold In large quanti-
tles by the glass over the counbers, and the
police reported several wlfruys durlng the day
between men under the inlluence of llguor.
The return of the Nguor aud beer trmde to
the old systerm was sigoalized Dby the

oceurrence of & brutal murder, the result of n
druvken guarrel amnog n gaug of drunken rul-
fluns who had been out all night on s spree.
The details of the erime prove that the unre-
stricted sale of Intoxicating liquor at all honrs
of the day or night is pr(\jmﬁeml 1o good order
in the Yuhllc streets, and the safety of humas
life and limb.

On Bunday, the 17th Instant, the police of this
city reported fifty arresta for intoxication and
cighteen for disorderly conduet in the public
streets. The Second, Ninth, Twentieth, Twanty-
third, Twentyv-sixth, Thirtieth, aufi Thirty-
egcond precinets reported no arrests at all, and
the doy was a pocullurly quiet one to the police,
ag, indeed, were the three previous Sundays.
The magistrates In the severnl police couris
found lttle oceasjon for the exercise of their
powers, and the Sabbath was indeed a day of
rest.

Yestorday the scene changed in a decided
sense, for with the opening of the liguor suloons
carme & new mood upon those frequenting them.
Ceses of Intoxication were more abundant and
the police had more occupation. There were
soventy arrests made in the city up to 9 o'clock
yesterday evening for intoxleation, and tweaty-
eix for disorderly conduct, There were no
arrcite yeslerday for these offenses In  the
Eloventh, Twelfth, Nineteeuth, Twentieth, and
Twenty-uinth precinets, Thus It will be seen
that the city was more disorderly than on
previone Sabbaths. The aggregate number of
arrests made on last Bunday in this clty was
one hundred and sixty-thre¢, and the number
was largely increased by midunight of yesterday.

The operation of Superintendent Jourdan's
order to keep the loungers away from church
doors wae carried into full effect yesterday, the
officers detalled for that duty experiencing no
difficulty in enforcing the new regulation. The
congequence wad that pedestrinns having ocea-
glon to pass places of publie worghip did o
without bindrance, and the econgregations were
enabled to disperse in a speedy and pleasant
wanner; the usnal sidewalk crowds having dis-
appenred as if by magie, through the efforts of
the patrolmen on post.—N. Y. Limes lo-day.

In comparizon, the Treasury statement of April
1. 1870, e¢xbibits coln belonging to the Gov-
ernment, $00,505,245°08; coin In the Treasury,
represented by certificntes, $98,848,500; cur-
reney, ST4TTR00H  total,  $#113,886,47478.
The coin bLelonging to the Government April
1, 1870, was less than April 1, 1860, #15,005,620 04,
while the currency balance was, plus $070, 11023
less in Treasury April 1, 1870, &14 005 51881,
But the Treasury now holds bonds purchased
from April 1, 1869, to April 1, 1870, with acerued
interest thereon, to the amount of $105,220, -
30767, In consequence of the payment of the
apnual toxes under the Internal Kevenue laws,
for the next three months, the Treasury will ba
in receipt of a larger nmount of currency than
during the past three months, Commissioner
Delano estimates his collection for April, May,
and June ol 1870 In the aggregate at about
522,000,000, Therefore, unless the expenditures
largely increase, which is not probable, or the
Secretary declines to dnerease his purchases of
bonds, there must inevitably be an Inerease of
the currency balance in the Treasury for the
next three monthe, The coin balance and cur-
rency balance in the Trensury on April 22 are
each greater by §2,008,000 than they were on
the 1st inst.
